Largest Colony in Existence Making a 
Last Stand in Fastnesses of 
Southern Rockies.

F ar up in rtthe fastnesses of the 
southern Rockies, hidden In one of the 
most Inaccessible nooks that remalp 
In th is country today, what is proba 
bly the largest existing colony of beav­ 
er, h as established Itself for a last 
stand. 
The beaver was once one of the most 
abundant of our American animals, but 
the ease with which he was trapped 
and the value of his fur soon drove 
him far on the road to extinction. Soon 
only the most stringent of protective 
legislation was able to save him. hut 
now he seems to be "coming back.” 
and wherever he finds a favorable lo­ 
cation he Increases rapidly. 
There Is no better place In the world 
to study the interesting habits of this 
little animal than in that little hidden 
mountain valley Just south of the Col­ 
orado line which the Mexicans ttave 
christened "Lagunltas” and the Ameri­ 
cans call ‘‘Beaver Lakes..” The valley 
nestles against the very backbone of 
the 
continental 
divide, 
10,000 feet 
above sea level, au d from every side 
It Is .approachable only *;jr long and 
toilsome forest travel, except in w in­ 
ter, w hen It is n ot approachable at all. 
The hollow in the m ountains' crest is 
dotted with irregulat rows and minia­ 
ture ran g es of hills, two and three 
hundred feet high, that make up a 
most bewildering topography. 
In among these hills the heaver have 
built them a <lty. 
The landscape is 
Ideal for the building of their dams, 
and by throwing harriers of stick and 
mud from hillside to hillside they have 
created a dozen big lakes, some of 
them half a mile long. 
Along the 
shores of these lakes are built the 
heavers lodges 
There are probably a 
thousand beaver in this community, 
reigning In undisputed supremacy ova? 
their mountain domain. They are sh) 
brutes, but very early In the morning 
and Just at sunset'you can often sur­ 
prise them cutting the quaking aspen 
on the bank with their chisel teeth of 
plastering away Industriously at one 
of their elahorsle dftUts,

With a view to giving the public a cor­ 
rect understanding of the sugar situation, 
the following FACTS ,are presented: 


’Exiting conditions ar^worid -r2-4^ |§ their effect* not in 
any sense local. Any consideration of the question of 
available sugar supply must take into account a series of ex­ 
traordinary factors.

To provide ships to bring this 
sugar here—or to Europe—would withdraw them from the 
more important business of carrying our soldiers and their 
supplies overseas, as Mr. Hoover has pointed out.

The nation-wide movement to save the fruit crop last sea­ 
son greatly increased the use of sugar. While the quantity 
in the sugar bowl was for this and other reasons lessened, 
this sugar is wisely stored as food in preserved fruits, i&ms 
and jellies. 
“Every jar of fruit preserved adds that much to our in­ 
surance of victory, adds that much to hasten the end of 
this conflict.” 
Because of the increased demand for sugar, more sugar 
cane has been planted in Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
Louisiana, the chief sources from which the United States 
gets cane sugar.

Government to insure a fair distribution of cane sugar, to 
stabilize the price to the consumer and to prevent hoarding 
and waste. We kept our refineries working last fall so long 
as there was a ton of raw sugar to be had..

In order to make our output of refined sugar go as widely 
as possible, we distribute Domino Cane Sugars in convenient- 
size cartons and small cotton bags.
